Morristown, to whoso credit 
the Douglas Park track record for a mile stood until 
today, finished in third place and made a good 
showing.

Is* four starters and that track conditions be pro 
pitioiis for the trial. The trainers of Iron Mask aud 
Buck horn have signified their willingness to stmt 
those horses.

They came to 
look over the Douglas Dark track with a view to 
incorporating some of its arrangements in tin* 
newer Montreal course. They were immensely im 
pr« s. d w ith Hu* systematic working of the mutu'ds 
here alid Manager Holman immediately announced 
hi> intention to take Douglas Dark as a pattern for 
this feature at his track, but not on quite so exten- 
sive a plan, as only eighteeu mutuel machines will 
be installed at Dorval al the outset. Mr. Holman 
s|«.ke enthusiastically of the future racing prospects 
at the new track and stated that the $20,000 Derby 
to lie run there next year is receiving many entries 
and will have the greatest list of starters in the 
history of Canadian lacing. Mr. Holman and Pres- 
ident Lanrenileaux will remain here some time and 
give the mutuel workings close study.

Hearts 
of Oak set a fast pace from the start and at one 
time led by four lengths. He was unnhlc to with- 
stand the challenge of Plate Glass in the stretch, 
lint easily beat the others.
